OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1.. The Summer Term was taught by Miss Ann’ 
McDaniel. ‘This was an excellent school. Miss McDaniel has well 
earned the reputation of ‘tan excellent teacher.” Most of the schol- 
ars were very regular in their attendance, and the examination 
showed a thoroughness which was commendable to both teacher 
and scholars. The parents in this district deserve special notice for 
the interest they manifest in their schools. 

Winter Term, taught by Elwin F. Philbrick. The scholars seemed 
to be interested in their studies, and the term passed very pleasantly 
to me, and | trust with some degree of profit to the scholars. 

Distr. No. 2.. The Summer Term was taught by Miss. Bell M. 
Brown. This was her first attempt at teaching, and she succeeded 
admirably. Several of the larger scholars left before the term closed. 
Those who remained till the close showed by their promptness that 
they had been thoroughly taught in all their studies. 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Sarah M. Winship. The term open- 
ed favorably with a fair promise of a good school. Several of the 
larger scholars did not come in until the second week. The term 
closed sooner than I expected, consequently I did not visit it the 
second time. ne 

Disr. No. 3. But one term in this district, taught by Miss L. Phil- 
prick. This school contains some of the most advanced scholars in 
town. The teacher gave good satisfaction. A good improvement 
was made in all the studies pursued.

Dist. No.5. Summer Term, taught by Miss Mary E, Sargent. 
The scholars appeared at the opening of the term as though they had 
been in the habit of having things about as fheir natures dictated. 
But at the close they were pretty well tamed and acquitted them- 
Selves quite well. 

Winter Term, taught by Miss Ella McDaniel. She is a good 
teacher. Several came in near the close of the term; and several 
were very irregular in attendance; which disturbed the harmony of 
the school. Oniside attractions had a bad effect on some who other- 
wise would have been ornaments to the school. 


Dist. No. 6. But one term inthis district taught by Miss Marcel- 
la M. Nichols. There are but few, and those well-disposed schol- 
ars in this district. I anticipated a good school at the beginning, 
and was not disappointed at the close of the term. The scholars 
seemed to realize vy they went to school, and the teacher was both 
able and willing to assist them in their efforts. 


Dist. No. 8. Summer Term, taught by Miss §. Jennie Sargent, 
who is a teacher of considerable experience. There were but few 
scholars, and the term was short; yetthe improvement was all that 
eould be expected in so shortaterm. Fall Term, taught by Mrs. 
Jennie 8. Hoyt. Not being notified of the beginning nor of the close 
of the term, until too late too visit it, I cannot report the progress 
made. The teacher, though changed in name, was, I trust, un- 
changed in her capacities as a teacher. I would refer the Commit- 
tee to Chapter 3d, Section 27th, of the Digest pertaining to schools. 


Dist. No. 9. Summer Term, taught by Miss Ella M. Pattee. Her 
first attempt at teaching. This was a well-disciplined and well-or- 
dered school. I paid a short visit at the close of the term. The 
few recitations to which I listened were very satisfactory. The 
teacher possessed a good degree of energy and perseverance. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. George C. Trow. This was his first 
school. it was noted for all those good qualities which go to make 
up a good school. ‘The teacher is destined to make his mark in the 
profession. — 


Dist. No. 10. Summer Term, taught by Miss Ada J. Kinne,who 
is a teacher of considerable experience. This was a good school. 
The teacher possessed excellent qualities and took a great interest in 
the school. The examination showed that a good improvement had 
been made. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. David B. Frye, whose reputation as a 
teacher is so well known that he needs no praise from me. Good 
improvement was made in all the branches pursued. 
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Dist, No. 11. But one term, taught by Miss Sarah V. Willey 
This was a small school. This was her first attempt at teaching,and 
she made a good beginning. The scholars were well drilled in the 
little things that every scholar should know, which are neglected in 
many schools. 


Dist. No. 12, Summer Term, taught by Miss Julia A. Morgan. 
This was her first school. She gained the good will of both schol- 
ars und parents. A good improvement was made. Fall Term 
taught by the same teacher with excellent success. 


Dist. No. 13. Both terms taught by Miss Marcella M. Nichols. 
The Summer Term though short was decidedly a good school. The 
Winter Term opened favorably. After a while a species of humani- 
ty that dwelt in the district undertook to run things, but failed. 
Though the harmony of the school was somewhat disturbed, the 
teacher’s reputation remained unsullied. Large pupils that don’t 
know their place in school had better remain—somewhere besides 
in the school-room. 


REMARKS. 


In the foregoing I have given you a brief statement ot the schools 
during the past year as they appeared at the time I visited them. I 
think the schools, as a whole, have been very well managed. It is 
the easiest thing in the world to find fault with a teacher. There are 
a great many people who can tell just how a school should be kept; 
but very few of these harpers are ready to take the responsibility of 
teacher upon their own shoulders. : 


I think one mistake has been made by several of the districts, dur- 
ing the past year, viz: having the Summer schools begin so late. 
Several did not begin until nearly June; and continuing nine or ten 
weeks, brought them into the hot weather. The heat being oppres- 
sive, the scholars become restless, and lose nearly all interest in 
their studies and fail of making that improvement that they other- 
wise would. 


As regards school- houses, I suppose you have heard enough. But 
still, after all the hammering of former committees, there are seve- 
ral very poor ones inuse. In Districts No. 8,2, and 1, they are very 


ip 
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bad; No. 1 (1 speak from personal experience), is decidedly unfit 
for its purpose and a disgrace to the district. 
I have made no change in Text Books, except to continue the in- 


troduction of Guyot’s Geographies. I have succeeded in disposing 


of afew; but several schools prefer to keep their old ones a while 
longer.
